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MARKET  REVIEW 

On  April  10,1969  the  nepartment  aimounced  an  increase  of  100,000 
short  tons,  raw  value,  in  the  determination  of  domestic  sugar  re- 
quirements for  calendar  year  1969  bringing  the  total  to  10.8  rmillion 
tons.  The  Department  also  declared  and  allocated  to  Western 
hemisphere  countries  an  additional  deficit  of  200,000  tons  in  the  sugar 
quotafor  Puerto  Rico.  Details  of  these  actions  are  set  forth  beginning 
on  page  6 . 

Reported  sugar  sales  by  all  primary  distributors  this  year  through 
April  12  totaled  2,536,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  according  to 
preliminary  reports.  This  was  about  85,000  tons  less  than  reported 
during  the  comparable  period  last  year.  Of  the  total  reported,  cane 
sugar  refiners  distributed  1,826,000  tons  compared  with  1,911,000 
tons  during  the  same  period  last  year  and  beet  processors  about 
670  ,  000  tons  compared  with  6  52 ,  000  tons  during  the  c omparable  period 
of  1968.  In  addition,  beet  processors  physically  delivered  217,000 
tons  of  refined  beet  sugar  in  January  and  February  which  had  been 
sold  in  December  and  charged  to  the   1968  quota. 

Regionally,  reported  refined  sugar  deliveries  by  states  during  January 
and  February  1969  declined  12.3  percent  compared  with  the  same 
months  last  year.  Decreases  occurred  in  all  of  the  five  regions.  The 
West  decreased  the  most,  down  25.8  percent  followed  by  the  North 
Central  region  which  was  down  23.6  percent.  It  was  in  these  two 
regions  where  the  bulk  of  the  constructive  deliveries  were^made  in 
January  and  February  of  1969  but  reported  as  deilivered  and  charged  to 
quotas  in  December  1968.  Declines  in  the  other  regions  were:  the 
Northeast,  down  3.5  percent;  the  mid- Atlantic ,  down  2.0  percent; 
and  the  South,  down  1.7  percent.  Individually,  39  states  received  less 
sugar,  nine  received  more  and  two  received  about  the  same  quantities. 

States  receiving  less  sugar  in  January-February  this  year  included 
Illinois,  down  1,205,000  hundredweight,  Cklifornia  down  775,000 
hundredweight  and  Michigan  down  282,000  hundredweight.  Four  other 
states  had  declines  in'excess  of  100',  OOO^hundredweight-Missouri ,  Texas  -, 
Ohio  and  New  Jersey.  Of  those  states  that  received  increased  deliv- 
eries, Georgia  had  the  largest  -  up  98,000  hundredweight  while  the 
remaining  eight  states  had  increases  in  the  range  of  1,000  to  50,000 
hundredweight . 
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Stocks  of  raw  and  refined  sugar  as  preliminarily  reported  on  hand  by 
all  primary  distributors  as  of  March  29  totaled  2,739,000  short  tons, 
raw  value.  This  was  136,000  tons  more  than  a  year  ago  but  408,000 
tons  less  than  a  month  earlier.  Beet  processors'  stocks  of  1,61'8,000 
tons  were  311,000  tons  greater  than  a  year  ago  and  215,000  tons  less 
than  at  the  end  of  February  1969.  Cane  sugar  refiners'  stocks  of  raw 
and  refined  sugar  totaled  710,000  tons,  175,000  tons  less  than  at  the 
end  of  March  last  year  and  112,000  tons  below  the  end  of  February 
1969.  Cane  refiners'  stocks  were  still  reflecting  the  depletion  which 
occurred  during  and  after  the  long  waterfront  strike.  Arrivals  during 
April  are  expected  to  add  significantly  to  the  stocks. 

In  the  March  issue  of  Sugar  Reports,  announcements  by  interested 
sellers  of  increases  in  the  quoted  price  for  refined  s ugar 'sold'afc  ;whole- 
sale  in  several  of  the  geographic  regions  were  reported.  The  increases 
were  .25  cents  per  pound  for  the  Chicago-west ,  Eastern  beet  and  South- 
west regions  and  .20  cents  per  pound  in  the  Northeast  and  Southeast 
regions  . 

During  the  period  under  review  there  were  additional  announcements  of 
increases  in  the  wholesale  price  quotations  for  refined  sugar  sold  in 
two  of  the  geographic  regions.  On  April  1  a  beet  sugar  processor 
announced  an  increase  of  .15  cent  per  pound,  from  10.00  cents  to 
10.15  cents  in  the  quoted  price  in  the  Pacific  Northwest  region,  for 
sugar  sold  in  100-pound  paper  bags  -  the  basis  pack.  The  increase 
was  to  take  effect  April  14.  Another  beet  sugar  processor  on  April  1 
announced  an  increase  in  the  price  quotation  for  industrial  sugars 
sold  in  the  West  Coast  territory  of  .15  cent  per  pound,  from  10.10 
cents  to  10.25  cents.  This  increase  was  to  take  effect  April  15. 
Other  interested  sellers  in  both  regions  followed  with  similar 
announcements.  As  of  April  15  the  following  were  the  quotations  by 
regions  for  sugar  sold  in  the  basis  pack:

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The  U.S.  average  retail  price  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  5-pound  paper 
bags  during  February  was  12.20  cents  per  pound,  the  same  as  for 
January  of  this  year  and  up  from  12.12  cents  during  February  of  last 
year  . 

The  price  quotation  for  raw  sugar,  duty  paid  and  delivered  to  New 
York,  as  established  by  the  spot  committee  of  the  New  York  Coffee 
and  Sugar  Exchange,  averaged  7.76  cents  per  pound  during  March, 
up  from  7.69  cents  in  February  and  7.35  cents  in  March  of  last  year. 
For  the  period  January  through  March  1969  the  price  averaged  7.71 
cents  per  pound  compared  with  7.38  cents  during  the  comparable 
period  last  year.  At  the  end  of  March  1969  the  quoted  price  was  7.78 
cents  per  pound,  increased  to  7.79  cents  on  April  1  and  to  7.82 
cents  on  April  3.  On  April  11  the  quotation  declined  to  7.79  cents. 
For  the  period  April  1-18  the  price  averaged  7.80  cents  per  pound 
compared  with  7.41  cents  during  the  comparable  period  last  year. 

The  harvest  of  the  1968-69  drop  of  sugarcane  in  Florida  has  been 
completed. Production  totaled  545,577  tons,  raw  value ,  compared  with 
717,272  tons  last  year.  The  freeze  of  December  15-16  in  Florida, 
and  an  earlier  freeze  in  March  of  last  year,  lowered  expected  yields 
and  reduced  the  outturn  of  the  crop.  Together  with  the  Louisiana 
production,  the  1968-69  mainland  cane  crop  totaled  about  1,214,000 
tons  . 

Cane  sugar  production  in  Puerto  Rico  got  off  to  a  slow  start  in  1969. 
Harvesting  weather  has  be  en  unfavorable  becaus  e  of  rain  and  sugarcane 
has  been  unusually  trashy,  resulting  in  lowyields  of  sugar  per  ton  of 
cane.  Sugar  production  as  of  April  6  totaled  240,596  tons,  96°  basis, 
compared  with  362,718  tons  th.rou^  the  comparable  date  last  year. 
Yields  of  sugar  per  ton  of  cane  have  averaged  8.954  percent  this  year 
compared  with  9.713  percent  during  the  same  period  last  year. 

Cane  sugar  production  in  Hawaii  as  of  April  5  totaled  77,221  tons  96° 
basis,  compared  with  194,448  tons  through  April  6  of  last  year.  The 
strike  which  closed  down  23  sugar  plantations  from  February  15 
through  March  21  is     almost      entirely         responsible  for  the 

reduced  sugar  production  so  far  this  year.  Present  indications  are 
that  production  will  be  at  an  accelerated  rate  during  the  balance  of  the 
year  and  that  all  but  a  small  part  of  the  pr oduction  lag  will  be  made., up. 
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The  world  sugar  price  continues  strong.  The  spot  quotation  for  world 
sugar  on  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange  averaged  3.70  cents 
per  pound  during  March,  up  from  3.23  cents  in  February  and  1.61 
cents  during  March  of  last  year.  On  March  27  the  quotation  was  3.90 
cents  per  pound,  declined  to  3.80  cents  on  March  28  and  to  3.73 
cents  on  April  3.  On  April  7  the  price  quotation  was  3.73  cents  and 
increased  on  each  successive  day,  reaching  4.00  cents  per  pound  on 
April  11.  Thereafter  it  declined  to  3.90  cents  on  April  14  and  to  3.7  5 
cents  on  April  1  5 .  On  April  17'the  price  increased  to  3.80  cents  and 
to  3.85  cents  per  pound  on  April  18.  For  the  period  April  1-18  the 
price  averaged  3.82  cents  per  pound  compared  with  1.77  cents 
during  the  corresponding  period  last  year.  On  April  18  futures 
contracts  for  world  sugar  quoted  on  the  New   York  Coffee  and 

Sugar  Exchcuige  ranged  from  4.00  cents  per  pound  for  July  1969 
delivery  to.  4  .  1  8  cents  forSeptember  1970  delivery.  The  premium  for 
later  deliveries  has  widened  somewhat  during  the  last  month  but  the 
spread  remains  unusually  narrow.

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ADMINISTRATIVE  ACTIONS  RELATING  TO  1969  SUGAR  SUPPLIES 

Sugar  Requirements  Increased  and  a  Deficit  Reallocated: 

The  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  on  April  10,  1969 
announced  an  increase  of  100,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  in  the 
determination  of  the  domestic  sugar  requirements  (total  quotas) 
bringing  that  total  to  10.8  million  tons  for  this  calendar  year.  The 
Department  also  declared  an  additional  deficit  of  200,000  tons  in  the 
sugar  quota  for  Puerto  Rico. 

Together  with  an  earlier  determined  deficit  of  300,000  tons  ,  the  deficit 
in  the  1969  quota  for  Puerto  Rico  now  amounts  to  500,000  tons. 
Information  available- to  the  Department  indicates  that  the  Republic 
of  the  Philippines  will  be  unable  this  year  to  participate  in  filling 
deficits  arising  in  other  areas.  Accordingly,  the  deficit  declared 
today  has  been  allocated  only  to  western  hemisphere  countries.  The 
quota  for  Hawaii  has  been  reduced  from  1,200,000  tons  to  1,190,673 
tons  on  the  basis  of  final  data  on  the  production  and  marketing  of 
sugar  in  1968  and  the  inventory  at  the  end  of  that  year. 

The  quota  for  the  domestic  beet  sugar  area  is  increased  by  47,667 
tons  and  that  for  the  mainland  sugarcane  area  by  17,333  tons.  Quotas 
and  prorations  for  foreign  countries  are  increased  by  244,327  tons. 

Offerings  of  raw  sugar  to  meet  the  demand  of  cane  sugar  refiners 
have  been  inadequate.  This  may  have  been  due  in  part  to  the  delayed 
receipt  of  raws  from  the  two  offshore  domestic  areas  and  the  short 
supply  of  shipping  from  some  foreign  sources.  This  action  will  make 
additional  quantities  available  from  a  number  of  foreign  countries.

1969  ments  for  sugarbeet  work  in  all  producing  areas, 

effective  April  7,  1969. 


The  determination  increases  the  minimum  time 
rate  15  cents  per  hour  -  from  $1.50  to  $1.65. 
The  hand  labor  operation  of  Trimming  is  elimi- 
nated from  the  determination,  and  a  new  operation 
specified  as  Thinning  is  introduced.  A  minimum 
piecework  rate  of  $12.00  per  acre  is  applicable 
to  the  Thinning  operation.  Minimum  piecework 
rates  for  other  operations  are  increased  in 
amounts  ranging  from  $1.00  to  $1.25  per  acre. 
The  new  rates  are  $15.50  for  Hoeing;  $18.75  for 
Hoe- Trimming;  and  $10.00  per  acre  for 
Weeding.  The  rate  for  Blocking  and  "Thinning, 
applicable  in  California  only,  is  increased  $2.00 
per  acre  to  $26.50.
